Source is of the opinion that TU, who is 
the second larsest landowner in Shanghai and who never has had to depend upon 
his rents for income, suddenly needed the money, It seems moro Likely that TU, 
fearing the property might be confiscated, offered it to the American Consulate 
at a reasonable price for Shanghai today.)

TU has long been an enemy of the Whampoa Military Clique and his gangs have 
always been a great nwisance to the military men. TU, as a friend of TAI Li, 
was able to have the latter speak to the Generaliseimo for him. Thus while 
TAY Li was alive, TU was in a fairly good position although his gange were not 
strong enough to openly fight the thampot men who continually attempted to 
enbderrass him. Early in the spring of 1945 one of TU's organizations in 
Chungking borrowed the Ch'ing Nien Kuan building of the San bin Chu I Youth 
Corps for five days to present Chinese opere for relief. On the second day 
some soldiers insticzated by the Whampoa Clique entered without tickets, broke 
up the performance and wrecked the staze so that TU had to abandon the rest of. 
the programa. Thus TU and his gang lost face. Shortly before the end of the 
war the newspapers reported that TU had sone to Chengtu but he had really gone 
to T'uchi, Anhwei to get ready to enter Shanchai and take up his old position 
as Chairman of the Ti Fang Hsieh tui (+0, F 1%, 3+) or Shanghai Residents 
Association. {This is also reported by 2 friend of TU*s eon and other source.) 
_ WANG Hgleo-lei wae slated to become chairman of the Chamber of Commerce. TU 
was not et all satisfied with his political position and through the indirect 
influence of TA] Li he succeeded in rettinghis personal udviser, LO Ch*ing-hus 
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(AR S82 }, appointed the first postewar chairman of the Chamber of 
POET ES thus he became the enemy of WANG. TU then proceeded to dislodse

Mter the death of TAL Li in a plane crash in April 1916, T%s fortunes bezun 
taking u turn for the worse, He had no one te support him with the deneralissimo. 
Shortly after TAl's death, WaiG fIsino-lai succeeded in setting hisself appointed 
chairman of the Chunber of Commerce, Then TU was obliced to give up the Ghanghat 
Vuniedinoal Council Cheirmanship to P*aN Kung«chan ( i= Mk Ke } immediately afte:

but that he "refused" the position.) About this time TUls vangs were warned by

WU Shaoshsu who vias appointed to his xoresent post in September 1916 wus mee 
vloser to members of the tiekuee Clique and thus closer to ESUal. 


Barly in January 1917 USUAL placed his Poet eration as Police Chief before the 
Generalissimo and iayor Woof Shanghai, NsUal hinted to his coad friend 

YU Chieshih ( RIE wy } , the Generalissimo's nephew and head of his body= 
guard who is ulso & Whampoa man, that HOUAN's resi snution must stand or that 

he be poumitted to alimirate TU. On the evening of 21 January HSUAN reaueated
